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GENERAL 

PURPOSE 

The  committee  for  outdoor  ceremonies  and  pageants 
has  attempted  to  a  limited  extent  to  draw  together  materials 
that  will  be  of  help  to  those  persorfs  involved  in  the  presen- 
tation of  outdoor  programs.  As  can  well  be  imagined,  in 
many  cases  the  "outdoor"  line  of  limitations  will  be  crossed 
since  it  is  almost  impossible  to  stay  strictly  within  the  area 
of  outdoor  programs.   It  will  be  found  that  a  large  proportion 
of  materials  which  are  appropriate  for  outdoor  presentations 
will  also  be  appropriate  for  indoor  presentation  with  the 
opposite  also  holding  true. 

Quite  frankly,  the  committee  of  outdoor  ceremonials 
and  pageants  is  school-oriented.   This  may  well  be  expected 
since  for  the  most  part  this  tvpe  of  activity  is  repularlv 
indulged  in  by  school  organizations  as  part  of  their  regular 
week-to-week  activities. 
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DEFINITION  OF  AREA 
Materials  contained  In  this  section  are  limited 
wherever  possible  to  programs  of  an  outdoor  nature.  Another 
committee  has  been  concerned  with  programs  to  be  given  Indoors. 
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CHAPTER  II 


THE  OUTDOOR  CEREMONY 


PURPOSE 

The  outdoor  cerenxiny  differs  from  the  outdoor  pageant 
in  that  the  ceremony  Is  connected  with  a  special  holiday  or 
date,  whereas  the  pageant  is  scheduled  and  given  as  is  needed 
and  convenient.   Special  davs  and  dates  suitable  for  ceremonies 
include  Memorial  Day,  Independence  Day,  Labor  Day,  etc. 

Ceremonies  can  also  involve  special  presentations  of 
awards,  state  fair  activities,  receptions  for  visiting  dignitaries, 
the  inauguration  of  the  Sesquicentennial  year,  the  closing  of 
the  Sesquicentennial  year,  and  other  similar  events. 

The  advantages  of  the  outdoor  ceremony  over  the  in- 
door ceremony  lie  in  the  fact  that  there  are  no  limitations  as 
far  as  stage  size,  lighting,  or  scenery  are  concerned.   Neither 
are  there  any  natural  limitations  as  to  the  size  of  the  audience 
as  dictated  by  the  number  of  seats,  amount  of  available  space, 
or  other  similar  considerations. 


PARTICIPATION 

Tlie  participants  in  an  outdoor  ceremony  can  include 
the  local  school  bands,  the  fire  department,  the  police  depart- 
ment, veterans'  organizations.  Boy  and  Girl  Scouts,  local  service 
clubs,  nurses'  organizations,  chamber  of  commerce  groups,  histor- 
ical societies,  and  other  community  oriented  organizations. 

The  details  concerned  with  the  decoration  of  the 
speaker's  rostrum,  parade  organizations,  and  similar  needs  will 
be  found  in  another  section  of  this  publication. 

Lists  of  music  appropriate  for  performance  by  bands  may 
be  found  in  Chapter  V  of  this  conmittee's  report. 
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CEREMONIES   TO   BE   CONSIDERED 

Since    a  Sesquicentennlal    celebration   is   by    its   very 
nature    an  historical   one,    the   events    at  which    ceremonies 
can   take   place    are  naturally   connected  with    the   observance 
of   special    "days"    throughout    the  year.      The   following   list 
may   serve   as   a  guide:

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CHAPTER  III 


THE  OUTDOOR  PAGEANT 


PURPOSE 

The  outdoor  pageant,  whether  it  be  an  historical 
pageant,  a  band's  football  half-time  show,  a  presentation 
at  the  county  fair,  or  a  street  parade  is  one  of  the  most 
effective  ways  of  presenting  the  Sesquicentennial  to  a  large 
number  of  people. 


THE  HALF  -  TIME  SHOW 

Every  junior  or  senior  high  school  and  every  college 
or  university  band  in  the  state  of  Indiana  should  present 
at  least  one  half-time  show  in  the  fall  of  1966  based  on  a 
Sesquicentennial  theme. 

Two  suggested  outlines  of  half-time  shows  follow.   It 
should  be  noted  that  they  are  both  historical:   the  first  show 
starts  with  the  Indian  culture  and  progresses  up  to  the  pioneer 
era  in  Indiana  history;  the  second  show  starts  with  the  pioneer 
era  and  proceeds  historically  to  the  present.   These  shows  can 
be  presented  singly  at  different  football  games  or  can  be  com- 
bined together  to  present  a  half  hour  "band  pageant". 


THE  COUNTY  FAIR 

Bands  making  presentations  at  county  fairs  in  the 
fall  of  1966  will  undoubtedly  wish  to  make  some  sort  of  Ses- 
quicentennial reference.   This  can  be  done  either  by  playing 
music  of  an  historical  or  Sesquicentennial  nature  tied  to- 
gether with  a  script  or  by  making  formations  on  the  state  fair 
grandstand  track  similar  to  those  found  in  the  preceding  half- 
time  show  material.   These  half-time  shows  can  easily  be 
adapted  from  football  presentation  to  the  narrow  confines  of 
the  track.

THE  SPRING  FESTIVAL 

The  spring  festival  —  usually  a  combined  band,  orchastra, 
and  vocal  affair  —  provides  an  excellent  opportunity  to  put  on  programs 
related  to  the  Indiana  Sesquicentennial.   Historical  sequences  utilized 
may  include  music  for  the  following  themes:

2.  Pioneers,  early  settlers 

3.  Civil  War 

4.  Square  dancing 

5.  Gay  Nineties 

6.  Roaring  Twenties 

7.  Comtemporary 


COLLEGE  BAND  PAYS 

All  colleges  and  universities  should  consider  the  use  of  Ses- 
quicentennial themes  in  their  1966  Band  Days.

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CHAPTER  IV 


SUM>rER  MUSIC  ACTIVITIES 


SWn-tER  BAND  CLASSES 

Host  schools  now  operate  a  sumner  scliool  session  of 
six  to  eipht  weeks.   In  addition,  many  band  and  orchestra 
directors  operate  summer  band  and  instrumental  classes.   These 
usually  end  with  a  culminatinp  activity  consisting  of  an  out- 
door program  of  some  sort  in  the  local  park  or  stadium.   Such 
a  program  can  involve  the  Sesquicentennial  by  presentinp  a 
Sesquicentennial  queen  or  by  including  Sesquicentennial  oriented 
music. 


RECREATION  PROCRA^IS 

Many  communities  organize  summer  recreation  (play- 
ground) programs.   These  programs  can  include  Sesquicentennial 
activities.   Athletic  programs  can  include  "Sesquicentennial 
Relays",  "Sesquicentennial  Sport-O-Rama" ,  or  "Sesquicentennial 
Swim-0-Rama" .   Many  other  ideas  will  readily  suggest  themselves, 

The  participants  and/or  winners  in  such  events  should 
receive  special  Sesquicentennial  emblems  or  ribbons. 


TOWN  BAND  CONCERTS 

There  are  still  a  number  of  communities  in  Indiana 
that  maintain  town  bands.   Quite  often  the  local  high  school 
band  operates  as  the  town  band  during  the  summer.   Sometimes 
their  members  are  augmented  by  graduates  and  local  professional 
and  non-professional  musicians.   To\^m  bands  should  try  to  in- 
clude Sesquicentennial  oriented  music  on  their  programs.   Tlie 
announcer  and/or  the  printed  program  should  make  reference  to 
such  Sesquicentennial  music.

SlM-tER  MUSIC  CAMPS 

Most  universities  and  colleges  now  operate  summer 
music  camps.   Many  Individual  high  school  bands  also  operate 
summer  music  camps  established  solely  for  participation  by 
their  own  members. 

Such  music  camps  should  include  Sesquicentennial 
oriented  music  on  their  programs.   The  students'  attention 
should  be  drawn  to  this  Sesquicentennial  reference.   When 
played  on  public  programs,  this  music  should  be  identified 
as  Sesquicentennial  music. 


OTHER  SUMMER  ACTIVITIES 


Bands  participating  in  state  and  county  fair  marching 
and  concert  activities  should  make  an  effort  to  utilize  Ses- 
quicentennial and/or  historical  themes  in  their  presentations. 

Special  awards  are  being  established  for  bands  using 
Sesquicentennial  themes  at  the  State  Fair  Marching  Contest  held 
in  Indianapolis  in  the  fall  of  1966  and  also  at  the  "Farm  Day" 
band  marching  festival  at  the  1966  State  Fair. 

County  fairs  should  also  establish  special  recogni- 
tion for  participating  bands  that  utillzp  Sesquicentennial 
themes.   An  award  or  m^ards  can  be  given  to  the  highest  rank- 
ing band  (in  competition)  of  the  bands  utilizing  Sesquicentennial 
themes.   In  such  a  case,  if  the  winner  did  not  use  a  Sesquicen- 
tennial theme,  the  highest  ranking  band  that  did  use  such  a  theme 
would  receive  this  special  award. 
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MUSIC  RESOURCE  MATERIALS 


PURPOSE 


The  following  list  is  a  partial  compilation  of  music 
that  Is  suitable  for  Sesquicentennial  use  due  to  having  some 
reference  to  the  state  of  Indiana  or  to  historical  events  in 
which  the  state  of  Indiana  has  participated.   The  list  repre- 
sents an  exhaustive  survey  of  music  published  for  the  high 
school  and  college  band. 

The  titles  should  suggest  similar  titles  for  use  by 
orchestras  and  vocal  groups;  the  list  might  also  bring  additional 
suggestions  to  the  minds  of  the  readers  for  other  appropriate 
music .

UTILIZATION  OF  LIST 

The  inclusion  of  Sesquicentennial  oriented  music  on 
programs  can  be  accomplished  in  several  ways.   First,  a  single 
Sesquicentennial  composition  can  be  included  on  a  general 
program  and  either  the  program  notes  or  the  announcer's  comnents 
can  indicate  the  reason  for  Including  the  particular  number  on 
the  program  and  its  Sesquicentennial  reference. 
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A  program  completely  made  up  of  Sesqulcentennial  music 
can  also  be  presented.  Probably  it  would  be  wise  to  arrange  such 
a  program  in  some  form  of  chronological  or  geographical  order. 

Instrumental  music  directors  can  refer  to  this  list 
when  selecting  special  Sesqulcentennial  music  for  use  on  radio 
programs,  concert  programs,  pageants,  half-time  shows,  street 
parades,  town  band  concerts,  and  almost  any  other  outdoor  or 
indoor  presentation.

CHECK  LIST  OF  SUGGESTED  SESQUICENTENNIAL  ACTIVITIES 


The  following  lists  will  merely  supj^est  some  ideas 
for  Sesquicentennlal  outdoor  presentations. 


SCHOOL  ADMINISTRATORS  AND  ^^JSIC  DIRECTORS 

The  following  is  a  partial  list  of  suggestions  of 
outdoor  activities  that  can  be  presented  by  school  and  com- 
munity music  groups  during  the  Sesquicentennlal  period. 

A.  Present  an  historical  half-time  show  or 
pageant  related  to  a  national  figure  who 
has  an  Indiana  background,  as  Abraham  Lin- 
coln. 

B.  Present  an  historical  outdoor  program  of  an 
historical  figure  important  to  the  local 
area.   This  could  include  General  Anthony 
Wayne  in  the  Fort  Wayne  area,  Tecumseh  in 
the  Lafayette  area,  and  sinilar  personnll- 
ties. 

C.  Church  groups  can  prepare  religious  prugrans 
showing  the  participation  of  their  denori- 
nation  in  the  growth  and  development  of 
Indiana.   This  can  take  place  at  summer  camps, 
summer  work  sessions,  at  youth  organization 
picnics,  and  in  similar  situations. 

D.  Dov  Scout  and  Girl  Scout  groups  can  parti- 
cipate in  local  community  programs  wliich 
demonstrate  the  place  of  the  local  community 
in  the  over-all  state  development.   Tliis  could 
include  Indian  dancers,  nionecr  demons trations , etc. 
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E.  Junior  and  senior  high  school  marching  bands 
can  present  concerts  utilizing  Indiana-related 
music  (see  Qiapter  V)  at  county  fairs  and 
coinnunity  parades. 

F.  Junior  and  senior  high  school  concert  bands 
can  present  concerts  on  courthouse  lawns,  in 
community  band  stands,  or  at  local  parks  util- 
izing programs  of  music  including  Indiana  based 
tunes  . 

G.  During  the  Sesquicentennial  year  bands  and  other 
musical  organizations  participating  in  outdoor 
affairs  can  combine  the  playing  of  "On  the  Banks 
of  the  Wabash"  with  "The  Star  Spangled  Banner.  " 
This  is  quite  proper  as  far  as  protocol  is  con- 
cerned; "The  Star  Spangled  Banner"  should  be 
played  first. 

H.   Historical  plays  can  be  established  at  outdoor 
school  functions  which  can  include  the  playing 
of  taped  music  or  phonograph  records  of  Sesqui- 
centennial oriented  music  by  school  music  groups. 

I.   Small  ensembles  from  school  music  depart- 
ments can  appear  at  downtown  functions  and  at 
sliopping  centers  at  various  times  of  the  year, 
again  performing  music  of  historical  interest. 

J.   All  university  and  college  "Band  Days  '  should 
consi(1er  the  use  of  Sesquicentennial  themes 
in  the  fall  of  1966. 

K.   Directors  setting  musical  programs  should 

include  music  by  Indiana  composers  where  possible, 
calling  the  attention  of  the  audience  to  this  in- 
clusion. 

L.   Social  studies  departments  of  schools  should 
be  involved  in  the  presentation  of  Sesquicen- 
tennial programs  of  music  and  Indiana  history 
and  pageants  and  other  outdoor  pror.rams. 

M.   Elementary,  junior  high,  and  senior  liigh  schools 
can  present  outdoor  Sesquicentennial  pageants. 
These  po  particularly  well  in  the  spring,.   Such 
a  pageant  can  include  any  one  level  of  the  school 
organization  (elementary,  junior  high,  or  senior 
high)  or  can  involve  all  levels  at  the  same  program. 
(See  Chapter  VII  attached  for  a  suggested  pageant.) 
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N.  School  musical  organizations  can  present  concerts 
featuring  Sesqulcentennlal  music  at  outdoor  sites 
Including  federal  correctional  institutions,  men- 
tal hospitals,  county  homes,  and  at  similar  locations. 

0.  A  "high  school  band  night"  can  be  set  up  for  a 

local  featured  high  school  football  game  at  which 
several  of  the  bands  in  the  area  can  come  together 
to  play  one  or  two  pieces  of  Sesqulcentennlal  music 
as  a  massed  band  program.   Such  a  presentation  could 
involve  the  local  high  school  plus  the  feeder  junior 
high  and  elementary  band  programs. 

P.   All  marching  bands  at  the  senior  high  school  and 
college  levels  should  consider  presenting  at  least 
one  half-time  show  based  on  the  Sesqulcentennlal 
theme. 

Q.   Some  schools  might  wish  to  organize  an  appro- 
priately-uniformed small  drum  and  fife  corps. 
This  unit  could  be  used  at  parades  and  other 
outdoor  functions  throughout  the  Sesqulcentennlal 
year  as  well  as  at  basketball  games  and  Indoor 
functions.   This  group  should  be  uniformed  as  of 
the  period  of  the  early  1800's  and  should  play 
drum  and  fife  music  of  that  period. 

R.   The  annual  music  festival  sponsored  by  either  the 
vocal  or  the  instrumental  music  departments  or  a 
combination  of  these  two  departments  should  include 
music  of  a  Sesqulcentennlal  nature  or  the  entire 
program  can  be  dedicated  to  the  Sesqulcentennlal. 

S.   All  music  and  dramatic  programs  should  attempt  to 
use  a  Sesqulcentennlal  theme  or  Illustration  some- 
where in  the  program. 

T,   Schools  can  prepare,  publish,  and  distribute  a 
"Sesqulcentennlal  Booklet".   Such  a  booklet  can 
point  up  the  development  of  the  local  school  systen, 
county,  or  to^mship.   Such  a  souvenior  program  can 
be  sold  or  given  away  at  various  musical  programs 
given  during  the  year.   It  can  be  used  as  a  money- 
making  project  if  handled  properly.   Such  a  program 
is  ideal  for  combination  with  Sesquicentennial 
pageants .

BOY  SCOUTS 

Boy  Scout  organizations  together  with  the  Girl  Scouts 
and  similar  community  youth  groups  should  participate  wherever 
possible  in  patriotic  parades  and  ceremonies.   This  participation 
can  consist  of  providing  marching  groups,  flag  carrying  groups, 
ushering  along  the  line  of  march,  presenting  m^/ards ,  passinp  out 
programs,  and  helping  in  many  similar  ways. 
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
